Beginning of the Fight Over the 
90c Gas Ordinance by 
the Laclede. 


A Bill Filed in the Circuit Court 
to Prevent the City Enforc- 
ing the Law. 


An Imposing Array of Counsel Represent- 
ing the Gas Corporation in the Opening 
of the War—Condensation of the Appli- 
cation for an Injunction—Charles Gibson 
Explains the Position of the Praying 
Organization—No Legislative Body Can 
Fix Rates or Prices for a Corporation 
Arbitrarily—A Judicial Inquiry Neces.

The Laclede Gas-Light Oo. bas deciared war 
onthecity, a8 a result of the passage of the 
vrdinance fixing the price of gas at 90 
cents, This morning the gas company, 
with a noble array of attorneys, con- 
sisting of the law firms of Gibson, 
Bend 4 Gibson, Lupke 4 Muench and 
Boyle, Adams & Mekeighan appeared 
before Judge Valliant in Circuit Court, Room 
No. 5, and asked for an injuntion against the 
city. They presented a buiky petition in 
which they reviewed the history of the gas 
companies in St. Louis, quoting passages 
from ordinances and other data. 
The 90 cents ordinance was presented in 
full and that portion of the petition following 
attacked it section by section. The first al- 
legation was thatthe ordinance is unconsti- 
tutional, as it attempts to fix a price on an 
article sold bya corporation created by the 
State Legislature, which did not fx a 
price on the article to be sold. 
They next claim thatthe ordinance makes it 
acrimeto sell gas in Central and North St. 
Louls for more than 90 cents per 1,000 feet, 
while in Carondelet the company operated 
there is allowed to charge 

$2.50 PER 1,000 FEET. 

The petition states that this is impartial and 
in all justice should not be allowed. 
They further claim that on January 1, 1890, 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. purchased the fran- 
chise and charter of the St. Louis Gas Light 
Co., and in 830 doing accepted an 
agreement and contract between the 
city and the st. Loule Gas Light 
Ca. to seit gas at $2-%5.: } * 
This agreement between the city and the last 
named gas company they claim was a solemn 
legal contract, which could not be broken 
without the consent of both parties. And for 
alast cause of complaint the company al- 
leges that the Municipal Assembly and the 
Mayor passed and signed the ordinance 
making it a law, without investigating or at- 
tempting to find out if Kas could be made and 
sold ata profit of 90 ceuts per thousand feet. 

After hearing the statement of the case 
Judge Valllant asked ifthe city was repre- 
sented. On learning it was not he sald 
he could not grant a temporary injunction but 
would issue an order on the city and Mayor to 
show cause why a temporary injunction 
should not be. granted. He then Instructed 
Judge Lubke to draw the order, which he did 
as follows: N 

THE ORDER TO 8HOW CAUSE. 

„The City of St. Louls and Edward A. 
Noonao, Mayor of said citv. And now at this 
day comes the plaintiff and presents tothe 


court its petition herein and applies to the 
court for a temporary injunction as prayed in 


the said petition, and the court, deeming it 


proper that defendants should be heard 
upon said application, doth order that the de- 
fendants show cause at l0o’clock a. m., on 
April 29, in room No. 16 of this Court, why 
the said temporary injunction should not be 
granted. And the Court doth further order 
that lu the meantime and until z o' clock p.m. 
of April 29, the defendants, their agents, 
servante and subordinates be andthey now are 
restrained from in any manner interfering 
with plaintiff in turning off the supply of gas 
or removing its meters on the premises of any 
of its customers or consumers of gas, who fail 
to pay bills presented by plaintiff 
at the rice heretofore charged  there- 
for by plaintiff; also, that defendants, their 
agents, servants and subordinates untl 
said time last above named. be and they are 
hereby restrained from turning on the supply 
of gas from plaintiffs mains to the consumers 
aforesaid, but nothing herein contained shall 
operate to preventthe defendants from ap- 
plying to the Supreme Court of the State fora 
mandamus against plaintiff to enforce the or- 
dinance No. 15,482 inthe petition set eutor 
from taking any other proceedings in the 
premises not herein expressly interdicted.’’ 
‘TO TEST THE ORDINANCE. 

The company fears that should the city at- 
tempt to enforce the 90 cents ordinance the 
people will refuse to pay bills for gas at $1.25 
per thousand, and that the city will prevent 
the company’s inspectors from removing the 
meters where the bills are not paid. It is to 
enjoin the city from interfering 
that the Injunction is asked and it also affords 
an excellent opportunity for the compan 
to take the ordinance before the court an 
test its constitutionality. The case will not 
rest on the decision of the Lower Court on 
either side but will be taken to the Supreme 
Court of the State. 

CHARLES GIBSON 
of the Laclede Co.’s counsel was called upon 
by a Post- DIsPatcu reporter this afternoon. 
He talked of the ordinance and the applica. 
tion for an Injunction. ‘‘The first proposition 
resented by the Laclede in this matter is: 

‘he Supreme Court of the 
States, in the Minnesota 
cases recently decided, that 
an act of the Legisiature of Minnesota pro- 
viding for a commission to fix the rates for 
railroads, but not providing for any judicial 
determination by the ordinary courts of the 
country, was void, as against the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. The 90-cent gas 
ordinance, assuming for the argument— 
and that is assuming a great 
deal—that the Municipal Assembly has 
the same powers as a Legislature in

**I regard these granger cases, Mr. Gibson 
continued, ‘‘as of the very highest importace, 
and of almost universal effect in this country. 
They shew thatthe Supreme Court means to 

rotect property throughout the length and 

readth of the land, and whatever may be said 
or thought of them by Individuais of Inferior 
courts they will have to be followed. e 
general principle that they settle is that fixin 
prices or rates for corporations is a judici 
question. Legislatures and town Councils are 
political and not judicial bodies and cannot 
exercise judicial funetions.

“TORNADO POISONING.” 


The Peculiar Case Discovered by Doctors 
at LaGrange, Ind, 


LovisviLLE, Ky., April 18.—A week ago the 
family of Louis Prewitt, living near 
LaGrange, forty miles from Louisville, was 
attacked by a virulent disease, the nature of 
which the local doctors were unable to deter- 
mme. Its symptoms were similar to those 
of spotted fever, but no cause of such a dis- 
ease could be found in the surrounding 


neighborhood. Dr. D. N. Porter, a physician 
ot eminence, was called in and at length de- 
cided that it was tornado poisoning.’’ The 
germs, he said, were borne on the iate 
tornado from some infected district, prob- 
ably hundreds of miles away and lodged in 
the vicinity of the Prewitt homestead. He 
claims that small- pox and other virulent dis- 
eases have thus been communicated to pa- 
tients in many instances of medical history.

We reiterate and approve the principle em- 
bodied inthe seven resolutions passed at the last 
Irish National League Convention. 

2. We congratulate our race upon the masterly ad- 
ministration of the contributions by the executive 
officers of the league in America and recommend 
those gentlemen to your confidence. 

‘ e regret that our enemy has been able to plant 
a few seeds of discontent, but we congratulate 
Irishmen and their sons upon the faithful support 
given our officers all over this continent, and the 
gg assurances ot future aid from all kuown quar- 

ers. 

4. We note with joy that Irish parliamentary suc- 
coss is now only obstructed by the worthiess official 
life of England's present rulers, and we are inspired 
with renewed hope by the contiuual series of vic- 
tories in England, Walesand Scotland wherever a 
vacancy has occurred or the — have obtained an 
r to express their will at the polis. 

We thank the American press for refusing to 
coin slanders against our cause or publish those 
printed elsewhere, and we nute with gratitude the 
warm support we have received from it in our efferts 
to establls home rule in Ireland. 

6. We congratulate all Irish Americans on their 
vindication, when recently put on trial before the 
Parnell Commission, and our only regret is thatthe 
Tory Judges did not find us more energetic and more 
sarnest iu support ofthe paaus of the Irish Farlia- 
mentary party. And to the Liberal party in England 
we pledge ourselves to persist in well-dolng upon the 
same lines and under the present leaders until Ire- 
land has an Irish Parliament and her people are 
blessed with home rule. 

7. We invoke the support of heaven upon the men 
of gallant Tipperary who abandoned their homes 
and fortunes rather than be made instruments for 
the oppression of tenants upon the notorious Pon- 
souby estates, and we pray for increased blessings in 
their new city and their new habitations.

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A DETAIL OF STATE TROOPS- 


the Black 
Court-House — Five of 
Barn—A Messenger Sent After Ke-Enue 
forcemenis. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 18.—A special to the_ 
Times from Harlan Court-house says: “‘A 
deadly encounter occurred this morning a} 
1:20 o’clock twelve miles east of here, up in 
Biack Mountains, between a detail of the State 
troops, consisting of sixteen privates, under 
command of Lieut. Milton and Sergt. Pulltan, 
and about thirty outlaws, who were fortified — 
in an old barn. Five of the soldiers were 
wounded. It is not known how many 
of the outiaws were killed as they 
still have passession of the barn. Cor- 
poral Bianton was sent in after reinforce 
ments and Knows but little as he left tmmedi- 
ately after the firing began. Thetroops have 
the barn surrounded, and it will be impossible 
for those on the inside to make their escape 
and the only two roade which lead from the 
place of action are cut off by pickets, who are 
instracted to allow no one to pass toward 
town, as it was thought best to keep the news 
ofthe conflict from the people about here 
until after the reinforcements had reached 
the place. 

. THE BATTLE 
The particulars, as well as can be learned at 
this hour, are as follows: Yesterday after- 
noon Capt, Gaither, who isthe commanding 
officer, was Informed that abody of lawless 
men, some of whom had been Indicted for va- 
rious offenses, were fortified againstthe law 
atthe above mentioned locality and had ree 
fused to surrenderto the civil authorities, 
He was asked for a detail of his men to go out 
with some of the civil officers for the purpose 
of arresting them, and he at once sent sixteen 
privates in charge of Lieut. Milton, Sergt. 
Pullian and Corporal Blanton. They lefs 
camp about 5:30 yesterday afternoon, expocte 
ing to find the men they were pursuing in a 
private house, about 600 yards beyond the 
barn from which they were fired upon.

‘the methods of the roads that were be- 
lieved to be ucting in hostility to St.Louis was 
not regarded as satisfactory by those interest- 
ed in this city receiving its legitimate share 
ofthe crops, but several leaks were discov- 
red, two or three reforms inaugurated, and 
promises given that steps would be taken to 
ascertain whether any discrimination beyond 
that ascertained existed, and to stop it at 
once. The long lines laid the blame largely 
upon certain short lines in Illinois, which, 
it was alleged, cut rates for the ben- 
efit of Eastern shipping points, thus 
securing trale, although at a low tariff, which 
they would not have gotten under fair rates, 
as the grain in question would have stopped 
in St. Louis. Further than this it was alleged 
that one or two of the short connecting lines 
were directly subsidized by Eastern shippers, 


who desired to secure trade which could not 
be obtained legitimately. Streator, III., was 
one of the points where a very serious 
leakage was discovered, and this was 
stopped.

NEw York, Apri! 18.—Speoials from Albany, 
Lockport and other points on the New York 
Central. Railroad state that the threatened 
xeneral strike of employes of the road seems 


to be imminent. The chief grlevance is said 
to be against General Superintendent Voor- 
hees, who is accused by the men of unneces- 
sarily Gischarging men, reducing wages and 
lengthening hours of work. The first aggres- 
sive step was taken by the men yesterday, 
when the firemen refused to operate switches 
at remote places where the flagmen’s ser- 
vices had been dispensed with. his necessi- 
tated a walting of freight traias until switch- 
men could be procured from other places. 
Meetings are being held by employes fre- 
quently. The West Shore men still bold out 
and itnow looks as though the Central men 
_-will have to strike alone if a strike is unally 
agreed upon. 


Mr, Depew’s Denial. 


NEW YORK, April 18.—‘‘I know of no great 
strike impending on the New York Central & 
Hudson River Road,’’ said Mr. Chauncey M. 
Depew, this morning. The published 


stories to that effect, continued he, are 
figments of the fertile imagination of the 
news-gatherers from whence the accounts 
come. Nevertheless,there will be no strike,’’ 
and smilingly the President of the Central 
road broke away from his questioner and 
hurried into his private office. All the other 
officers of the New York Central Road who 
were questioned at the Grand Central Depot 
this morning expressed * ignorance of 
tne reported impending strike. 


The Pittsburg Switchmen. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 18.—Something defi- 
nite fs looked for in the threatened strike of 
railway switchmen to-day. John Downey, 
Chief of the Federation of Rallway Employes, 


arrived from Chicago this morning and is 
now holding a conference withthe men. He 
has full power to act and after he has seen the 
men and officials will announce his decision. 
A new feature of the situation is the proba- 
bilities of a strike of the street railway 
employes at the same time. They 
have tendered their support to 
the eswitchmen and are considering 
the advisability of making a simultaneous 
demand for higher wages. This would leave 
Pittsburg entirely without transportation, 
through or from thecity. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad employes have revolted, in so far as 
they are now meeting with Supt. Pitcairn for 
the purpose of laying before him their griev- 
ances. He refused to treat with the Federa- 
tion, but said the Pennsylvania Railroad 
would always listen to any grievances their 
employes might have. The fight was to have 
been op the recognition of the Federation, 
and the fact that the Pennsylvania Railroad 
employes have ignored this and are treating 
with Supt. Piteairn is regarded as significant. 

The conference between Supt. Pitcaira of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad and his men this 
morning was very satisfactory. Mr. Pitcairn 
says he is satisfied that the old employes of 
the road willdo what is right by the com- 
pany. Chairman Hawley of the Local Griev- 
ance Committee is authority for the statement 
that the strike will not be ordered to-day. 
He thinks the matter ill be amicably ad- 
justed without resort! to radical measures,

CHICAGO, III-, April 18.—A meeting between

REFUSED A PARDON, 


President Will Net Relieve HA. 4. 
Schmidt vf Penalties. 


The President this morning refused to par- 
don Harry A. Schmidt, a St. Louis tailor, for 
violation of the alien contract laborlaw. Mr? 
Schmidt imported from Hamburg, Germany, 


a dozen tailors. He set them to work in 
bis shop. He then told bis other employes 
that they must withdraw from the Tatiors’ 
Uniop or leave his employ. He had had 
trouble with the union men over the scale of 

rices, but at that time there was no trouble. 
‘he men refused to give up the union and left 
the Schmidt shop. ne of the number in- 
formed District Attorney Bashaw of the im- 
portation of labor under contract, and 
a dozen suits were instituted in the United 
States Court against Schmidt to recover the 
penalty, $1,000 in each case. Schmidt did not 
at any time make any defense but ignorance 
otthe law. Heappealed to the Secretary of 
the Treasury for remission oft the 
penalty. This was refused as the 
application was not made in proper 
form. Another application was presented 
to Judge Thayer under a peculiar law which 
in such cases requires a Judge of the District 
Court to find the facts with regard to the mit- 
igating circumstances alleged, and report his 
finding of sucn facts tothe Secretary of the 
Treasury. The Secretary on receiving Judge 
Thayer's report cut the penalties down from 
$12,000 to $2,00,. Then Schmidt went to the 
President for a pardon that would wipe out 
even the $2,000 penalty. In that quarter he 
has failed. '

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18.—The special 
train with the members of the Loyal Legion 
aboard, who are en route from Philadelphia 
to Gettysburg. have stopped here long enough 
to give those aboard a breathing spell. 
Among the Missourians are Jas. G. Butler, 
W. R. Hodges, C. H. Gleason, A. J. Seay, 
and others. Thie afternoon, accompanied by 
ex-Gov. Fietcher, they will pay thelr re. 
spects to Secretary Noble. 

There was an informal meeting of the Wina- 
rim Investigating Committee this morning. 
Two ofthe Senators who are on the com- 
mittee were absent and the consideration of 
the charges went over until next Tuesday. It 
is the desire of the prosecution in 
thie case to be allowed to make 
arguments before the committee with 
A view of making the Government 
accept the original public building site at 
Springfield. They claim that a contract was 
made to accept and they want the committee 
to so recommend. Judge Baker is pushing 
the matter for the property holders whose lot 
was not purchased. It is understood that the 
committee will not allow argument to be 
made. Senator Vest, who isa member of the 
committee, it is said, was very much 
amused at the Megnard poker 
story and it it said that he ig 
now anxious to know if Mr. Windrim, when 
he went down to Springfield on a special train 
as a Government official, rendered a voucher 
for it. The prospects are just now that there 
will be but one more meeting of the commit- 
tee and that the architect will be exonerated 
in every respect, 

In these dispatches yesterday it was stated 
that Maj. Brock of the Bureau of Statistics 
had been detailed to afford statistical infor- 
mation to a party of gentlemen who are being 
encouraged bysome of the South American 
delegates here in the idea that a direct railway 
route from New York to the headwaters of the 
Amazon River in that country is wanted. 
It is proposed to construct a road 
which, judging from the names of some 


of those prominently interested, would be but 
a continuation of the Richmond & Danville 
Railroad from New York directly south to 
Tampa, Fia., via Cuba by steamer to again 
connect by rail at Cartagena onthe northern 
coast of South America, thence south through 
the rich mining regions. The South Ameri- 
cans propose to give large grants of lands, 
while the mail cuntracts between this country 
und South America, now existing with 
foreign steamers, are to be asked for 
as one basis of raising the necessary capital 
for construction. Those present at the meet- 
ing held last evening were: Sig, Decond of 
Paraguay, Senor Camaano of Equador, Senor 
Caideron of Colombia, Senor Velarde of 
Bolivia, Senator Daniels, Congressman 
Thompson of Ohio, J. J. Montague of Rich- 
mond, R. H. Cardwell of Virginia, Lieut, 
Brown of the Navy, Col. Balton, Chief En- 
gineer of the Richmond & Danville Railroad, 
and Col. T. M. Talcott of Richmond.

Parsons, who ls at the head of a wealthy Eu- 
giish syndicate that has made large iron pur- 
ehases in Virginia, is active in the premises. 


The Silver Question. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18.—The Senate 
Republican Silver Committee held a meeting 
this morning at which Secretary Windom was 
presentand expressed his views. He said 


the reason for his advocating the redemption 
in bullion of certificates issued for the pur- 
chase of bullion was that it would 
make the . certificates more valuable. 
To require their redemption in silver dollars 
would be, in his opinion, to discredit them; 
while to require their redemption in gold coin 
might seriously embarrass the Government. 
He was willing, bowever, as a measure of 
compromise, to give the holder of the certifi- 
cates an option on the currency in which it 
should be redeemed. After the Secretary 
had given his views upon the Dill 
and the basis for them, a discussion, rather 
desultory in its nature, took place upon the 
subject of the sufficiency of the circulation. 
Secretary Windom hadestated to the commit- 
tee that the total circulation was $1,426,000,000 
—an average of $21.73 per capita on 
the basis of 65,000,000 people. Actually, 
however, thise sum was subject to 
dimizution by the several amounts that 
are tied up in various ways, reserves held for 
redemption of notes, etc., so that the per 
capita amount of circulation was consider- 
ably less than §21.70. The Secretary agreed 
with the Senators, as he had with the Repre- 
sentatives, that an addition to the circulation 
was necessary but in the conference to-day 
no definite sum was named dy any 
one, Another meeting ot the com- 
mittee will probably be held 


this afternoon in order to arrive at an agret. 4 


ment upon the basis fora silver bill. Some of 
the committee were in favor, this morning of 
conceding the point insisted on by the Secre- 
tury, tbat of making the purchase certificate 
redeemable in bullion, but to this the silver 
men say they will not agree under any cir- 
cumstances. They say they will not 
consent to fgive the transaction the 
nature of a mere barter of merchandise. 
There isalsoa difference of opinion among 
the committeemen upon the proposition to 
make the purchase certificates legal tender. 
The silver men who advocate this say that, 
based upon actual purchases of bullion, as 
they will be, the certificates would have a 
greater value behind them than do the $346,- 
000,000 greenbacks, for the redemption of 
which but $100,000,000 in gold are provided. 


The Oklahoma Bill, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18:—The conferees 
in the Oklahoma bill have practically agreed 
on all of the points of difference in the bill, 
but will hold another meet ing to perfect de- 


taille. By the terms of the agreement the 
Cherokee Outlet will not be included in the 
boundaries of Okiahoma Territory at present, 
but the Supreme Court of Oklahoma 
will exercise legal jurisdiction over 
it, instead of the court at Wichita, Kun. 
Whenever the negotiations with Cherokees 
result in a concession of their claims to the 
outlet, it isto become part of th eTerritory 
without further legisiation. The public land 
strip is included in the Territory and is to be 
opened to settlement. Judge Shackelford’s 
court is to have jurisdiction over the Indian 
Territory with enlarged powers, but without 
an increase in the number of judges.

The House. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18.— Mr. Enloe of 
Tennessee, rising to a question of persona! 
privilege, sent to the clerk’s desk and had 
read an article from the New York Press de- 
claring that a gigantic job had been discov- 
ered inthe Southern war claims Dill intro- 
duced Dy him. The article further 
stutes that Mr. Thomas of W iscon- 
sin, chairman of the Committee 
on War Claims, had denounced the bill as one 
of the most infamous jobs which had ever 
been foisted upon Congress. Mr. Thomas 
said that he had notcensured any member of 
the committee. He had stated that if the bill 
passed the House it would be because he 
thought he could prove that a number of 
claims on the bill were the claims of persons 
notably disloyal. 

Mr. Enloe saia that the charge in the article 
that he bad brought the bill before the House 
in a surreptitious manner was a faisehood 
made by the correspondent or made for him 
and repeated by him. His action in regard to 
the bill had always been straightforward, and 
he denounced the articie as a slander on the 
bill and on the members of the committee. 

Mr. Thomas reiterated his statement that a 
number of the claiinsin the bill were those of 
disloyal persons and thata number of them 
had never been examined by the committee. 

Mr. Butterworth of Ohio moved that the 
House go into committee of the wholefor the 
consideration of the legislative appropria- 
tion bill, but the friends of the private calen- 
dar mustered sufficient forve to defeat the 
motion—yeas, 112; nays, 116. 

Mr. Cannon of Illinois submitted a disagree- 
ing conference report upon the National Zoo 
bill. The report having been agreed to, Mr. 
Cannon moved thatthe House insist upon its 
amendment, which requires the District of 
Columbia to bear half ine burden of the ex- 
pense of the maintenance of the park. 

Mr. Cannon said that if the Senate insisted 
in its disagreement to the House amendment, 
so far as he was concerned, the goo might go 
into ‘‘innocuous desuetude.’* [Laughter.] 
The motion to insist was agreed to 118 to 27. 
No further conference was asked for. 

Mr. Lawler of Illinois presented the protest 
of members of the Hardware Association of 
the United States against the proposed rate 
of duty on cutlery and guns. Referred. 

Mr. Peters presented the petition of 628 
citizens of Kansas opposing any raduction of 
the revenues until a service pension has been 
granted. 

Mr. Henderson of Illinofs presented the 
river and harbor appropriation bill and it 
was referred to the committee of the whole. 

The Housethen went into committee of the 
whole (Mr. Allen of Michigan in the Chair) on 
the private calendar. 

The Court of Claims bill was the first on the 
calendar, the pending motion being on the 
resolution offered by Mr. Thomas of Wiscon- 
sin to report the bill back with the recom- 
mendation that it be referred to the 
Committee on Rules for an Investigation of 
the status of the measure in connection with 
the rules ofthe House. The resolution was 
lost—67 to 97. The next question was on the 
point of order raised by Mr. Kerr of Iowa 
that the Committee on War Claims had 
no jurisdiction of the bill. This point was 
overruled, Mr. Thomas offered a resolution 
that the bill de reported back to 
the House with the recommendation 
that it be recommitted with in- 
structions to the committee on 
war-claims to inguire into the loyalty of each 
claimant. Mr. Thomas stated that the bill 
contained 285 claims, based on pretended find- 
ings of the Court of Claims, Of this number 
there were eight cases where there had 
been no findings transmitted to Congress. In 
176 cases the usual method of ascertaining the 
loyalty of the parties had not been followed. 
The Committee on War Claims had bunched 
these 285 claims together without any exam- 
ination or investigation.

THEY NEED PROTECTION. 


COMMISSIONER MERIWETHER SHOWS UP 
INJUSTICES ON WAGE WORKERS. 


How the Law Is Disregarded by Mine Opera- 
tors, and How at the Same Time Its 
Lengthy Course Permits Them to Prac- 
tice Wrongs on Their Employes—How a 
St. Louis Lithographing Firm Withheld 
Money Earned. 


Labor Commissioner, Lee Meriwether, ar- 
rived home this morning from Jefferson City. 
In speaking about the investigations being 
conducted by him and his assistants, of the 
condition of the wage-earners in St. Louis, 
Mr. Meriwether said that the necessity of 
having a Wage-Workers’ Protective Union 
was becoming more and more apparent to him 
every day. 

‘‘Allthe workmen that I have 
the idea to, he said, ‘‘seem to be 
very much taken with it, and I 
think that before long there will be 
a State organization of that character. 
Only this morning I received a letter from 
Bevier, Mo., from a mining operator In which 
he mentions a case which is a strikimg in- 
stance of how some employers treat wage 
earners. 4 man named Johnson brought suit 
against the operator ofthe minein which he 
worked for $10, the amount of a reduction 
made in his wages without thity days’ notice. 
The law very plainly states that no mine 
operator shall make a reduction In wages 
without giving at least thirty days’ notice. 
Now it seems the operator in this case not 
only did not give thirty days’ notice 
of the reduction, but actually dated it back 
thirty days. The miner Johnson was, I am 
informed, successful in the Justice Court, but 
the operator atonce took an appeal to the 
Circuit Court. The case will undoubtedly be 
kept in the courts for two or three years un- 
less the miner drops it before then, which is 
extremely likely, foras soon as he brought 
suit of course he was discharged, and he will 
most probably be unable to secure enough 
money to pay his attorney to continue in the 
case. That is only one of a great many cases 
of the same kind. The man is clearly en- 


titled to the money under the law, but on ac- 
count of the time and money which it takes to 
settle the litigation in the courts he will 
doubtless be defrauded out of it. 

„Now if there were a Wage- Workers’ Protec- 
tive Association such a case as that could be 
put right into the bands of the association’s 
attorney, and the miner would have no fur- 
ther trouble about it until it was settled. 
Moreover, it mine operators and other em- 
ployers, who are inclined not to do the fair 
thing by their employes, were awareof the 
fact that such attempts on thelr part would 
be resisted to the end, such cases would 
never be brought.

A DARING AND DESPERATE CRIMINAL,

AN ELECTORAL REFORM EXPERIMENT. 

Under the new corrupt practices act in 
New York State the candidates for 
municipal offices in Albany have filed 
sworn itemized statements of their elec- 
tion expenditures. This first example of 
the operation of this law is interesting as 
showing its good and bad points. There 
isno doubt that the provision requiring 
that the election expenditures of candi- 
dates be made public will serve to 
check the corrupt use of money in 
elections to some extent, but it does not 
thoroughly cover the ground. The state- 
ments of many of the Albany candidates 
are limited to naming the sums paid to 
campaign committees and no informa- 
tion is forthcoming with reference to the 
ways in which those sums were expended. 
Thousands of methods of covering the 
real purpose of large corruption funds 
paid to campaign committees under 
ostensibly legitimate objects may be sug- 
gested. 

To reach the core of the subject two ad- 
ditional elements of electoral reform leg- 
islation seem to be necessary. Oneis the 
definite limitation of election expendi- 
tures which the experience of Great 
Britain has proved to be the sine qua non 
in the prevention of the vicious use of 
money in elections and which would blot 
out the corruption fund at once. The 
other is a provision compelling the filing 
of sworn itemized statements of expendi- 
tures by campaign committees, which 
would prevent the concealment of im- 
proper expenditures by irresponsible party 
organizations. 

With a comprehensive law including 
these two important features, combined 
with the Australian ballot systemin all 
the States, corruption in elections would 
be reduced to a minimum.

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St. Louis the Largest Interior 
Wool Harket in the United 
States. 


Great Advantages Possessed by It 
Over Other Cities for Hand- 
ling the Product. 9 


How Receipts Have Steady Increased 
Here—Lower Charges and Quicker Re- 
turns te Shippers Than Can Be Ob- 
tained at Any Competing Point—How 
Manufacturing in the West Has Helped 
the Market Here—Why the Eastern 
Millis Buy ia This City—Wool Dealers 
Explain the Secret of the Remarkable 
Growth ef the Business Here, 


One branch ofcommerce which has made 
wonderful progress in St. Louis of recent 
years is the wool business. This city has 
made such rapid advancement in that line 
of trade that it is now recognized as the lead- 
ing maket and distributing point for wool in 
the West. Chicago is credited with greater 
receipts and shipments than St. Louis, but a 
large percentage of the wool which appears 
in the returns ofthat market merely passes 
through that city on its way 
from California and other sections of the 
West to the Eastern markets. In the amount 
of wool actually handled by its merchants St, 
Louls is far ahead of Chicago, and the man- 
ufacturers and buyers recognize this fact and 
come here to make their purchases in prefer- 
ence to going to the city of World's Fair fail- 
ures. 

In 1885 this market, through unusual con- 
ditions, received an abnormally large amount 
of wool and that has been the largest year in 
ite history. With this year left out of the cal- 
culation St. Louis has shown a handsome in- 
crease each succeeding year in the matter of 
receipts and shipments. Last year the re- 
ceipts were almost equal to those of 1885, and 
itis almost a certainty that the coming year 
will be the 

LARGEST IN THE HISTORY 
of the market and that the wonderful recora 
of 1885, will be eclipsed. The popularity of 
this market isdueto the methods employed 
here in conducting business. St. Louis mer- 
chants employ asystem which no other mar- 
ketin the country has. Here the commis- 
sion men sell the wool in original packages 
and for spot cash. The wool is usually 
sold on the day of arrival and 
the shipper receives prompt returns on bis 
product. Any time that is given the mills is 


given by the dealer who buys of the commis- 
nion men and the grading of the wools is also 
done by the dealer. Inthe Eastern markets 
the system is entieely different. There the 
commission man grades the wool and sells 
the goods separately. He may sell one 
grade in a week and keep 
the other for a year. The 
wool in the meantime being subject to all the 
fluctuations of the market, and the shipper 
having to pay storage, insurance and other 
charges on it. His wool is always sold too 
on sixty and ninety days’ time, so that he has 
to wait for his money and lose the interest on 
it. He never knows how long he will have to 
wait to learn what his profit will be from his 
wool when he ships it East; whereas, if 
he sends it to this market he knows 
in a few days and receives 
payment in full. Unless the commission man 
has received orders to hold the wool he al- 
most invariably selle it on the day of arrival. 
Woolis stored here too free of charge and 
merchants carry it for severul months 
without making any insurance charges. 
Another strong point in favor of this market 
is thatthe commissions charged are from one- 
third to one-half less than in the East and 
many ofthe incidental charges made in the 
East are never made here. In fact, the rapid 
returns On wool consigned here and the 
cheapness with which it is handled are the 
two strong points in favor of this market over 
aliothers. Then whilethe Eastern markets 
have only the Eastern milis for purchasers, 
wherexs St. Louls has both the Eastern 
and Western miils for buyers. There is 
also a large contingent of speculators 
here who alwaysjump in and buy up wool 
when they think the price is reasonable and 
find the mills are holding off. Allthe promi- 
nent manufacturérs inthe country have rep- 
rezentatives here and the Western mills 
not only to pay as much, but a trifle more, 
than their Eastern competitors for wool they 
desire. Besides, St. Louis ls located in the 
heart of the wool-growing section and have 
natural advantages for handling the product. 
As will be seen by the following interviews 
with wool dealers here these are the reasons 
to which they ascribethe importance of St. 
Louls as a wool market: 


MR. FRANK M’KENNA, 
of McKenna Bros., was seen and asked: 

Do you think it pays the wool grower or 
country merchant better to ship to St. Louls 
than elisewhere?’’ 

‘*‘Decidedly. St. Louis offers all the ad- 
vantages of other markets and a number 
more. 

What are these advantages?“ 

„Woll, the expense of handling wool here 
has been reduced toa mtnimum. Producer 
and consumer are brought closer together in 
this market, and with less intermediate 
changes, than anywhere else. In this respect 
the methods of ten or fifteen years ago has 
been completely revolutionized, In those 
days all wool arriving in st. Louis was 
sold directly to local buyers, who 
consigned it to large commission 
houses in Boston and Philadelphia. 
The wool on arrival there was graded to death 
to fit the glittering prices spread broadcast to 
attract consignments. A few weeks, or per- 
haps a month later, advices would be received 
that some fancy grade—usually 5 or 10 per 
cent of the lot—had been sold at a dazzling 
price and that the remaining grades were held 
at such-and-such figures, which ‘we hope soon 
to realize.’ Inthe meantime further shipments 
were urgently solicited. For most of the sea- 
son the consignor did not know how he stood, 
asthe real value of his unsold grades was a 
mystery to him. When the season’s 
business was ended and regrets 
and explanations had been made 
for prices not realized, the consignor usually 
found, after paying 5 or 6 per cent com- 
mission, discounts for cash on sixty and 
ninety-day sales, enormous charges, 
for freight, interest or advances, in- 
surance, storage, grading, cartage, te.; 
that the commission merchant got all the 
profit there was in the business and that the 
shipper was lucky to come out even. In- 
stances also cameto light where stock re- 
ported sold on an advancing market had 
morely been taken to account. 

„Did this render shipping to Eastern mar- 
kets un popular!“ 

„Naturally. To-day there is not a pound 
consigned from St. Louis, which is conciusive 
proof that it doesn’t pay. Formerly it was all 
consigned.’’ 

„„How ig the business conducted here now?“ 

„Entirely different. The spot cash system 
has been adopted, with all expenses reduced 
toa minimum. The credit and accommoda- 
tion features are referred to the banks, where 
they probably belong. Wool consigned here 
enjoys the advantage of all le com- 

etition. 3 Eastern mill of consequence 
s represented either by local or visiting buyer 
or broker, while this market is also patronized 
by the Western and Southern mille, none of 
whom buy in the East. The growth of mana- 
facturing in these sections makes this trade 
of * importance every year. Besides the 
mill buyers, there is a host of wool houses 
here, all of ample capital 
for ＋ wool, and prepared to carry it 
until t manufacturers need it. To these, 
, the shippers to St. Louis last sea- 

bted for the best net prices ob- 
bere in the United States. 
amount of wool handied by one house here is 
only equalled by two other concerns in the 
en country. The manufacturer, who does 
not care to buy original round ge ob- 
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coming season?’ 

We do not think it will be a year for spec- 
ulation. We believe that the free seller will 
be the best off in the wind-up. He cer- 
tainly was last season, which was sand- 
wiched in between two open winters. Wool is 
bringing a fair average price now and there is 
nothing in the present outlohk to justify any 
more. The proposed increase in the tariff is 
not considered a possibility this session and 
its effect anyway would be nullified by lower 
prices abroad and the increase in this year’s 
clip. Manufacturers could not stand an ad- 
vance either, as they are even at present 
using an unusual quantity of adulterants to 
cheapen their goods. The sale of woolens 
has not been satisfactory for two winters and 
aconsiderable shutting-down of machinery 
is probable during the coming summer. It 
would, therefore, seem tobe the best policy 
to forward wool to market as rapidly as shorn 
and have it sold for the best price ob- 
tainable. Manufacturers are lightly stocked 
at present and are always ready to buy even 
ahead of immediate wants, should prices be 
moderate. When values, however, 8 
boomed beyond the woolen goods basis, as 
they were last year, manufacturers step out 
and let the speculators have the wool, Along 
in the winterand early spring they buy it of 
them at an enormous loss, as was the case for 
the past three or four months. If speculation 
isavoided and values regulated legitimately 
by supply and demand, there is no reason 
why the coming season should not be satis- 
factory to all concerned in the trade, from 
grower to consumer.’’ 

MR. J. SCHOTT. 

St. Louis possesses many advantages over 
other wool markets, remarked Mr. J. 
Schott. ‘‘In the first place we are closer to 
the heart of the wool section than any other 
point, and wool can be shipped here more 
conveniently asa consequence. In the next 
piace, commission men in St. Louis 
sell the wool in the original 
packages and the sales are 
usually made on the day of arrival and 
always for cash. Phe dealers who buy from 
the commission men do the grading here. In 
the Eastern markets the commission men sell 
On a sixty days’ basis instead of for cash and 
the wool-grower has to wait for hie money. 
Besides the commission men grade the wools 
there and there may be some particular 
grade in demand and it is sold 
while the balance N remains 
on hand for a year. he man 
who ships to those markets has to pay storage 
and insurance allthis time on his wool and 
loses the interest on his money. Then they 
charge a much larger commission in the East 
for handling wools. Noother city does the 
business on such small commissions as St. 
Louis. This is unquestionably the best mar- 
ket inthe country for the shipper, and is so 
considered. St. Louls is the biggest 
wool market in the West, as the 
statistics of actual receipts will 
show. While the statements of the receipts 
and shipments at Chicago gave that place the 
credit for handling more woo) than St. Louis, 
that is due tothe fact that so much through 
wool from California and other points passes 
through there on its way East, and is included 
in the reports. The actual amount of wool 
handled by merchants at Chicago,however, is 
much less than at St. Louis. One great ad- 
vantage this city has over the Eastern markets 
is that the West has of late years grown 
considerably in regard to manufacturing and 
there are to-day a number of large manufac- 
turies in the West which use millions of 
p unds of woo! a year and they all buy in the 
Vest and nearly all ot them in this market. 
Besides we have the same advantage us the 
Eastern market of doing business with the 
manufacturers in the East. All large mills 
in the country have tneir representatives 
here. St. Louis handles a great variety of 
wools which gives the manufacturer an oppor- 
tunity to select whatever grade he desires.’’ 

MR. M. SUMMERFIELD 
of M. & 8. Summerfield remarked: St. 
Louls unquestionably possesses some great 
advantages over the other wool markets of 
the country. Oue is the quick returns made 
on woo! consigned here. It is sold by the 
commission man in original packages, usually 
on the day of ita arrival and for cash, and the 
shipper is not kept waiting for his money. In 
the East the commission man grades it and 
sells each grade separate and always on time. 
There is no telling how long the shipper 
will be compelled to wait for nis 
money. Then the commission charged 
here is much less and the commission men do 
not make a great many charges that the East- 
ern men do. There they make charges for all 
sorts of service incidentalto handling the 
product and the prices are thas run away up. 
This cash system, with ite quick returns, has 
bad much to do with bringing to this market 
the large amount of wool which has been com- 
ing here the last few years. Another thing 
that has greatly benefited the St. Louis 
market is the fact that there 
are now a number of mills in the West, and 
they of course have to patronize the Western 
markets, as it le to their advantage to do 80. 
These mills now use fully 5,000,000 pounds of 
wool annualiy, and three-fourths of tnis at 
least is purchased in the St. Louls market. 
Then allthe Eastern mills have representa- 
tives here. Where there was oue mill broker 
here five years ago there are nova dozen. 
The Eastern manufacturers and their repre- 
sentatives come here during the season and 
remain with us all through it. These facts 
show what strides we have made as a wool 
market. 
MR. J. J. FUNSTEN. 

„St. Louls possesses some very striking ad- 
vantages over other woo! markets, re- 
marked Mr. J. J. Funsten of Funsten & Co., 
„and no other market in the country has as 
good a mode of handling wool. This market 
also rr advantages over any other in 
the West as a distributing peint. A great 
many wills in the West procure supplies bere, 
besides many of the wost prominent Eastern 
manufactories depend wholly upon this mar- 
kot for their supplies, as at no other market 
can be found the particular grades that they 
require. The inexpensive methods of hand- 
ling here bave inured to the advantage of 
shippers, and this fact has done much in 
making St. Louis the most important wool 
center in the country. 

All charges here on wool to be sold on ar- 
rival are covered by drayage and commission. 
At other markets there is a long line of 
charges, which when deducted affect the pro- 
ceedsto such an extent that a comparison 
with ours shows shippers the advantages of 
the St. Louis way of doing business, At the 
Eastern markets appear interest on advances, 
interest on freight bill, storage, ineur- 
ance, grading, assorting, weighing, la- 
bor and other charges; then wool 
is sold on long time, usually ninety days, and 
if.the shipper requires cash down on bis ship- 
ments, he must stand a discount off for the 
favor. Again, at the East, every sack of wool 
is graded into as many different parcels as 2 
salaried grader sees fit to make In the interest 
of his employer, so that a shipper cannot 
know what results will be until the expiration 
of sixty to ninety days—the average time 
token by the Eastern receiver to acquaint bie 
shipper with important facts. Itis different 
here. Ordinarily not longer than six days are 
required here to receive, sell, deliver and ac- 
count for any shipment, and it is often done 
on date of arrival. Wool is sold here in orig- 
inal packages for spot cash, and the account 
sales showonly the freight, dray and com- 
mission charges, unless shipments are ordered 
to be held a certain time, Shippers in Utah, 
New Mexico, Colorado, Wyoming, Idaho, 
Montana, Dakota and Western Nebraska can 
countthatfrom 2 to 8 cents will cover all 
charges incident to wool shipments to this 
market. This includes freight, drayage and 
commission.’’

PROVISION DEALERS PROTEST, 


A Letter of Appeal Against Unjust Freight 
Discrimination. 


The grain dealers, exporters and receivers 
are not the only persons wo are dissatisfied 
with the freight rates now established 
or soon to be established affecting St. Louls, 
nor are they the only ones who declare 
that this city is suffering severely because of 
hostile discrimination. The provision men 
are now highly indignantat the course pur- 


sued by the raflroads and are preparing to op- 
pose it in every way in their power. The last 
hostiie move was the announcement made 
by the various lines belonging to 
the Missouri Valley Traffic Association 
of a reduction on all packing house products 
of 6 cents per hundred pounds, to take effect 
on the 22d day of April. This reduction ap- 
plies to all business east bound from Missouri 
River points,and in addition a rate of 13 cents 
1 hundred has been made be- 
tween Kansas City and Memphis. 
The pork-packers, whose business has suf- 
fered severely in times past from the rates 
made by the raliroads, are indignant at this 
new blow, and this morning the followin 
letter was drawn up and extensively signe 
by the provision trade: 


Mr. J. S. Murray, Secretary Missouri 
Trafic Association: 


Dank Stnr—Referring to the action of the 
various railroads in making a reduction in the 
rate on packing house products of 6 cents per 
100 pouuds, effective on the 22d inst., applying 
on business east bound from Missouri 
River points, and articularly to the 
action ofthe K. C., M. EB. R. K. in estab- 
lishing a rate of I3 cents per 100 pounds be- 
tween Kansas City and Memphis. We would 
call your attention to the fact that the differ- 
ential basis governing business originating at 
Missouri River points. and St. Louis 
is thereby destroyed; moreover, ail 
Western ana North western packing 
points even of minor importance are recipients 
ofthis benefit to the great detriment of St, 
Louis, which will have tbe effect of preciud- 
ing our competing for business in the Mississ- 
Ipp! Valley and Green Line territories, except 
under a most serious advantage. In view of 
this, we pork packers and provision merchants 
of St. Louls do hereby request that your 
association will take such action as will 
preserve to St. Louis the position she now 
holds as regards differential rates, and 
further, as the reductions mentioned are 
effective on the 22d inst., it is imperative that 
you act at once.

LAUGHED AND CHEERED. 


THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB RECEPTION TO 
GEN. SHERMAN. 


A Feature Not Down on the Programme 
Proves the Most Interesting—Chauncey 
M. Depew’s Happy Remarks in Intro- 
ducing the Old Warrior—A Short, Well 
Worded Response From the General. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCR. 

NEW YorK, April 18.—Speech-making was 
not down on the programme of the Union 
League reception to Gen. Sherman last night, 
but after supper Gen. Sherman and Mr. 
Depew consented to speak, and the guests and 
members of the club gathered in the theater 
to hear them. Mr. Depew sald: 

‘*GENTLEMEN—At no publie reception ever 
given by the Union Leagne Club has there 
been anv speaking. It was not intended that 
there should be any to-night, but after eve 
body had shaken hands with Gen. Sherman 
the demand was so unanimous that they 
should hear from him ln his own 
volce an expression reciprocating the 
sentiments that had been privately extended 
to him, that there was no resisting the ap- 
peal. The club greets Gen.Sherman to-night 
pride,but with with more affection than pride. 
[Cheers.] In 1865, at the close of the civil 
war, when the ciub was feoiicitating itself 
upon the triumph ofthe principles for which 
it had been organized, its first act, or one of 
its first acts, was to extend a public reception 
to the young General who had triumphantly 
marched from Atlanta to thesea. [Cheers.] 
It was a feat which captured the imagination 
ofthe country andthe world, because it was 
both the poetry of war and the supreme fact 
of the triumph over the rebellion. [Cheers,] 
Sixty-five and 90, the years have passed by 
with many questions coming up which have 
divided the men who stood together at that 
period and who are to-day politically in hos- 
tile camps. But the guest of 65 finds the same 
greeting, no matter what camps the men are 
in to-day [great cheering] or what he did then, 
[Renewed and long applause.] It is a pleasure 
to me, as President of the club, which is noc 
united on all questions [laughter], to express 
its unanimous and united sentiment upon this 
{cries of ‘hear, hear’ and ‘good’] that it ex- 
tends its hospitality to Gen. Sherman upon 
his 70th birthday [cheers] with a degree of 
enthusiasm and of love individually and col- 
lectively which it has never felt and 
with which its heart has never 
throbbed for any other man. [Cheers. ] 


And the one picturesque figure, embodying 
American patriotism, genius in the field and 
brains in every departinent, who now lives 
without an enemy, presenting the best phase 
of the typical Ameriean, I have the pleasure 
of introducing bim, Gen. Sherman. 
Gen. Sberman, in his full uniform and wear. 
ing bis sword, advanced tothe front of the 
platform amid tremendous cheering. His 
speech was short, weil-worded and to the 
point; in fact, soldler- like. lle said in part: 
GEN. SHERMAN’S SPEECH. 
‘*‘T thank you from the bottom of my heart 
for this response to Mr. Depew’s handsome 
tribute to me. [Cheers.] Every man loves bis 
neighbor nearly as weli as himeelf. [Laughter 
and cheers.| Dr. Paxton well knows that it 
won’t do to be too good in this world, for the 
millennium would come when we were not pre- 
pared for it. [Laughter. ] In St. Louis I had a 
circle of friends that Lloved, but they were 
my seniors and passed away and when I came 
to New York thought that instead of going 
amongst the old I would look for tbe younger 
ones, Who might possibly outlive me. [Laugh - 
ter and cheers.] SolIlooked into the Union 
League Club. The Union League Club has 
been to me a place to which I come with great 
pleasure and depart with pain. I have 
mingied with you now for two years and will 
go on [great cheering] and stand by you 
whether you are right or wrong [renewed 
cheering and laughter] and forthe members, 
from the president down to the last one 
whose name was read a week ago to- 
night, I feel as though they were 
brothers all. (Cheers, | And now, 
my friends, know that, like 
all other bodies of men, you wish to make the 
world as good as yourselves, which is very 
natural, right and proper, but the first way to 
reform the community is to reform your. 
selves. But you have to take the world as it 
is. It is a good world. It is the best we have 
now.

Therefore, gentiemen, all of you, I thank you 
not only for the past kindness of your club 
which bas carried comfort to many stout 
hearts, and nerved them them to darin 
deeds fcheers], but forthe welcome which 
have received.

MISS HARRIET k. COFFIN, 


Her Mother Anxious to Secure Possession of 
‘Her Person and Estate. 


NEw York, April18.—The proceedings for 
the appointment ofa commissioner on the per» 
son and estate of Miss Harriet E. Coffin, who 
has been under restraint since the sensa- 
tional episode with Kyrie Bellew overa year 
ago, and who has been judicially pronounced 
insane, will be resumed before Justice Oul- 
len in the Supreme Court in Brooklyn to- 
morrow morning. Miss Coffin is an inmate of 
a private asylum at Amityville, L. I., the 
manager of which charges $30 a week for her 
meintenance.! As Miss Coffin has persist- 


ently refusedto signthe checks which she 
receives as interest on the $60,000 estate 
left by her grandfather, the late Judge Coflin 
of Cincinnati, her board bill has 
not been paia regularly at the in- 
stitution, and several hundred dollars 
are now owing On her account. Mrs. Coffin is 
very anxious to settle this indebtedness, and 
Mr. Wiliam J. Courtney, her lawyer, will ask 
Justice Cullen to have the mother appointed 
as the Commissioner to take charge of the 

erson and estate of her daughter. Neither 

iss Coffin’s relatives nor the trustee of her 
Cincinnati estate will oppose this application, 
but it is believed that Justice Cullen will re- 
fuse to give Mra. Coffin sole charge of her 
daughter’s person and estate. It is known 
that the jury which pronounced Miss Coffin 
insane would have refused to name her 
mother as the Commissioner of Guardianship 
ifthat proposition had been referred to it. 
Lawyer Courtney said yesterday that there 
might possibly be some vexatious litiga- 
tion before the matter was settled. 
lie thought that Mrs. Coffin wonld ap- 
peal from Justice Cullen’s decision should 
any other person except herself be ap- 
pointed. Mrs. Coffin says thatif she is se- 
lected she, accompanied by a competent 
nurse, willtake nher daughter on a long tour 
through Europe, believing that travel anda 
complete change of scene may tend to remove 
Miss Coffin’s mental delusions. At one stage 
of the recent lunavy proceedings Justice Cul- 
len had some intention of ordering the dis- 
charge of Mise Cnffin from the asylum, not 
being perfectly satisfied that she was properly 
deprived of her liberty. He finally de- 
termined, however, to leave the responsibii- 
ity in the hands ofthe jurymen, and it took 
them nearly two hours to reach a Gecision. It 
issaid thatthe condition of Miss Coffin has 
been much Improved since her return tothe 
a deans and that before long steps will be 
taken to reopen the question as to her sanity.
